I  learned  that  the  trumpet  gave  the 
signal  for  preaching.  Accordingly  Mr.* 
M.  Bates  from  Amsterdam,  arose  and  na¬ 
med  Rev.  vii.  &  from  13  to  17  vs.  inclu¬ 
sive.  He  asserted  that  the  text  gave  an 
entire  description  of  heaven  itself;  yea, 
of  the  realms  of  immortal  beatitude  and 
bliss.  After  he  had  ended  his  discourse, 

I  was  interrogated  to  know  how  I  liked 
the  “preaching” — to  which  I  replied,  I 
have  not  come  here  to  find  fault,  or  pick 
at  flaws  :  I  however,  conceive  the  gen¬ 
tleman  labored  under  a  mistake  in  relu-. 
tion  the  real  signification  of  his  text :  for 
I  read  of  no  day  or  night  in  eternity.” — 
lihortly  after.  Air.  li.  came  into  the  tent 
where  I  sat,  and  Mrs.  Rraylon  asked 
him  “what  is  the  meaning  of  day  and 
f«V/At,  mentioned  in  your  text  r”  He  ro-j 
plied  “C«7!//nMa//y.”  I  asked  him  if  day 
and  night  was  not  also  to  be  understood 
He  said  no.  I  asked  him  why  not  ?  He 
replied  there  is  no  day  nor  night  in  eter¬ 
nity.  I  remarked,  this  very  circumstance 
convinces  me  that  you  labor  under  a  mis¬ 
take,  for  the  Revelator  knew  it  to  be  day 
and  night,  or  he  would  not  have  recorded 
it  so,  but  would  have  said,  Continual¬ 
ly.'^  He  asserted  there  was  no  other ,, 
consistent  method  by  wliich  to  under¬ 
stand  that  scripture.  I  assured  him  that 
he  and  the  Revelator  were  at  issue,  that 
I  should  prefer  the  testimony  of  inspira¬ 
tion  to  his  assertions,  and  cautioned  him 
agiinst  contradicting  the  angel  of  God. — 

I  referred  him  likewise  to  Rev.  i.  1,  3. 
xxii.  6,  7,  10,  12,  21,  for  proof  that  all 
these  tilings  written  in  that  book  were 
shortly  to  come  to  pass,  1800  years  ago. 
This  he  also  denied,  and  said  that  many 
things  mentioned  by  the  revelator  have 
not  as  yet  transpired.  1  asked  him  to 
name  me  one.  He  said  the  world  has! 
not  as  yet  come  to  an  end.  Why  not  ? , 
said  I — did  not  our  Saviour  appear  once  ' 
in  the  end  o/  the  tcor/d  to  put  away  siii' 
by  the  sacrifice  of  himself?  Do  you  not 
know,  said  he,  that  a  day  with  tlie  Lord 
is  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand 
years  as  one  day?  I  assented,  but  re¬ 
marked  the  case  is  not  the  same  with 
man.

tlie  groans  of  despair,  the  yells  of  the  ! 
damned,  the  shrieks  of  devils  and  the ; 
expiring  agonies  of  the  dying.  I  queri-i 
ed.  Will  this  performance  influence  God 
to  do  any  w  ise  dilFerent  to  any  one  of 
!  them  from  what  he  eternally  knew  he 
should  do  ?  If  these  poor  mortals  knew 
that  they  are  in  the  hand  of  God,  as  much 
this  moment  as  ever  they  will  be  at  any 
1  future  period,  and  that  his  justice  has 
never  been  withheld  from  them  at  any 
former  period,  no,  nor  evei  shall  be,, 
w'ould  they  act  thus  ?  O  Righteoils  Fa- 1 
ther,  forgive  them,  for  they  w’orship  they  ^ 
know  not  what ! 

The  sound  of  the  tin  horn  once  morej 
saluted  my  ears  and  put  a  period  to  their, 
howling,  and  my  reverie  ended.  The! 
Rev.  Air.  Coleman  came  forward  next  I 
and  said,  “bl(;ssed  are  the  pure  in  heart,  | 
for  they  shall  see  God :”  But  his  Ian-; 
guage  soon  convinced  me  that  he  could] 
see  little  else  than  tlie  DEVIL  ;  for  al- 
mo.st  in  a  tw'inkling,  a  thick  volume  of 
brimstone,  fire,  smoke,  hell  and  damna-l 
tion,  came  thundering  forth  from  his  ob-' 
jStreperous  lungs,  which  he  continued  till 
he  became  apparently  exhausted.  In 
the  course  of  his  declamation  ho  told  his 
Alethodist  brethren,  that  those  among 
them  who  acknowledged  they  had  sinful 
hearts,  w’cre  much  worse  than  Atheists, 
Deists  and  Universalists  :  and  this  he 
repeated  over  and  over  again.  He  pro- 
te.sted  with  terrible  voice  against  the  uni¬ 
versal  holiness  and  happiness  of  all  men. 
Yea,  the  subject  seemed  to  enrage  him. 
He  said  those  who  were  dirty  without, 
were  filthy  within,  and  they  would  short¬ 
ly  go  to  hell,  and  God  could  not  prevent 
them!!!  He  said  likewise  that  if  all 
men  should  go  to  heaven  he  had  no  de¬ 
sire  to  be  one  of  the  number.  This  same 
Mr.  C.  said  to  me,  last  winter,  (in  de¬ 
bate,)  “Sir,  I  wish  you  not  to  consider 


and  call  me  brother,  I  am  not  a  brother 
of  yours.”  I  informed  him  that  Joseph 
knew  all  his  brethren  but  they  did  not 
know  him.  “Well,”  said  Mr.  C.  “in 
case  I  believed  as  you  do,  that  all  men 
would  be  saved,  I  never  would  preach 
or  pray  again.  I  would  steal,  lie,  curse, 
swear,  commit  adultery,  get  drunk  and 
murder.  What  is  the  use  of  praying,  if 
all  men  are  to  be  saved  ?”  When  I  had 
recovered  from  surprise  I  said,  “My  dear 
Sir,  the  character  you  have  given  your¬ 
self  is  worse,  much  w’orse,  than  I  should 
be  willing  to  give  you.  If  your  heart  is 
as  corrupt  as  you  have  rejiresented  it  to 
be,  I  am  sorry  for  you.  You  have  ac¬ 
knowledged  yourself,  in  my  view,  to  be 
as  profound  a  hypocrite  as  lives  on  the 
earth  ;  not  possessed  of  one  spark  of  love 
to  God  or  man.  God’s  commandments 
are  loathesome  to  you,  your  heart  burns 
with  pride,  avarice,  ambition  and  lust, 
and  you  are  eager  to  imbrue  your  hands 
in  your  brother’s  blood  :  and  all  that  pre¬ 
vents  you,  is  the  slavish  fear  of  endless 
misery,  or  the  civil  law.  I  would  to  God 
you  might  meet  with  a  change  of  heart, 
and  be  born  again.  Last  evening,  sir, 
when  upon  your  knees,  you  told  that 
I  must  go  to  hell  for  my  hsiief  in  “tho 
restitution  of  all  things.”  You  cast  out 
a  volley  of  hard  names  and  uncharitabU 
accusations  against  me,  and  at  the  sama 
time  told  God  that  you  were  resolved  to 
plead  my  case :  and  called  on  the  Lord 
Jesus,  ‘do  thou,  1  beseech  thee,  hear  and 
grant  my  petition,’  &c.  But  I  had  a  dis¬ 
covery,  I  dont  say,  of  your  dissimulation, 
but  of  your  sincerity,  when  at  a  reasona¬ 
ble  time  afterward,  1  asked  you  if  I 
might  be  allow’ed  to  know  if  you  prayed 
for  me  in  faitb.  You  refused  instantly 
to  grant  my  request,  and  said,  “dont 
sjieak  to  me,  I  dont  want  to  speak  to 
you.”  Such  praying  I  call  solemn  mock¬ 
ery.  So  much  for  Mr.  Coleman. 

I  return  once  more  to  the  subject  of 
the  Camp  Aleeting.  At  length  1  became 
$0  much  disgusted,  that  I  told  my  friends 
I  should  leave  the  Camp  ground.  They 
tried  to  dissuade  me  from  it  by  saying,

misery  and  Alethodism.

L.  S.  Everett  were  withdrawn  from 
it  liy  his  removal,  There  are,  notwithstanding, 
many  worthy  and  devoted  Univcrsalists  here,  and 
might  be,  without  doubt,  with  proper  exertions, 
a  numerous  and  respectable  society  gathered. — 
An  experienced,  able  and  judicious  preacher, 
could  he  be  obtained,  would  undoubtedly  do  much 
good  here  in  re-building  the  waste  places  of  Zion. 
.\nd  wc  hope  Divine  providence,  will,  ere  long, 
send  such  an  one  to  Bufialo.

ELOtiUENCE  IN  THE  WILDERNESS. 

“I  was  one  Sunday  travelling  through  the  coun¬ 
ty  of  Orange,  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Blue 
Ridge,  says  Wirt,  in  his  British  Bpy,  when  my 
eye  was  caught  by  a  cluster  of  horses  tied  near  a 
ruinous  wooden  house,  in  the  forest,  not  far  from 
the  road  side.  Having  frequently  seen  such  ob¬ 
jects  before,  I  had  no  difficulty  in  understanding 
that  this  was  a  place  of  religious  worship.  Curi¬ 
osity  to  hear  the  preacher  of  such  a  wtidemcas, 
induced  mo  to  join  the  congregation.  On  my  en¬ 
trance  I  was  struck  with  hisruperiintural  appear¬ 
ance.  He  was  a  tall  and  a  very  spare  old  man; 
his  head,  which  was  covered  with  a  white  linnen 
enp,  his  shrivelled  hands,  and  his  voice,  were  all 
shaking  under  the  influence  of  palsy  ;  and  a  few 
moments  ascertained  to  me  that  he  was  perfect¬ 
ly  blind.  It  was  the  day  of  the  sacrament — liis 
subject  was  the  passion  of  our  Saviour ;  and  he 
gave  it  a  new  and  more  sublime  pathos  than  I 
had  ever  before  witnessed.  When  he  descended 
from  the  pulpit  to  distribute  the  mystic  symbols, 
there  was  a  peculiar,  a  more  than  human  solem¬ 
nity  in  his  voice  and  manner  which  made  my 
blood  run  cold,  and  mv  whole  frame  shiver.  His 
peculiar  phrases  had  that  force  of  description, 
that  the  original  scene  seemed  acting  before  out 
eyes.  We  saw  the  very  laces  of  the  Jews;  the 
staring,  frightful  distortions  of  malice  and  of  rage. 
But  when  he  came  to  touch  on  the  patience,  the 
forgiving  meekness  of  our  Saviour;  when  hedrew 
to  the  life  his  blessed  eyes  streaming  with  tears; 
his  voice  breathing  to  God  the  gentle  prayer,  “Fa¬ 
ther,  forgive  them,  for  they  know  not  what  thev 
do” — the  voice  of  the  preacher,  which  had  all 
along  faltered,  grew  fainter  and  fainter,  until  his 
voice  being  entirely  obstructed  by  the  force  of  his 
feelings,  he  raised  his  handkerchief  to  his  eyes, 
and  hurst  into  a  loud  and  irrepressible  flood  of 
grief.  The  effeet  was  tneonceivablc.  The  whole 
house  resounded  with  mingled  groans,  and  sobs, 
and  shrieks.  I  could  not  imagine  how  the  speak¬ 
er  could  let  his  audienee  down  from  the  height  to 
which  he  had  wound  tlieai,  without  impair¬ 
ing  the  sclcmiiity  of  his  subject,  or  shocking  them 
by  the  abruptness  of  his  fall.  But  the  wsceat 
was  as  beautiful  and  subliioe,  os  the  elevation  liad 
been  rapid  and  enthusiastic.

U'Ukfiff'i  Translation  of  the  Prodigal  Son. 

Our  common  version  of  the  bible  was  made  in 
the  reign  of  James  the  First.  The  earliest  F.n- 
glish  translation  was  Wiekliff’s  finislicd  in  1381. 
VVickliff’s  translation  of  the  Prodigal  Son  is  con- 
sidcitnl  an  example  of  the  best  Fngiish  style  of] 
that  time.  Wickliff’s  F.nglish,  obsolete  as  the  or¬ 
thography  is,  is  inteiligilde ;  and  this  snccimcn 
senes  to  illustrate  the  change  pro<Uice«l  in  our 
language  in  the  two  centuries  which  elapsed  be¬ 
tween  the  reigns  of  Kichard  II.  and  Jatiics  I.  of 
England. 

“A  man  had  twey  soncs,  the  yonger  of  hem 
eeklc  to  the  fadir  “Fadirgeve  the  porcioun  of  cat- 
el  that  fallith  to  me  and  he  depai  tide  to  them 
thceatci.
